Inspection is Answer 
To Farm Fire Prevention 


Two 
University 
of 
Illinois 
r e ­ 
searchers believe that farm ers could 
prevent 75 per cent of farm fires 
if they would inspect for hazards 
and elim inate them. 


The two researchers, Dean Win­ 
ter and Gilbert Sauer, of the U ni­ 
versity’s 
agricultural 
engineering 
department, reached their conc! i- 
sion after inspection of 53 farm s in 
that state. 


“ It ’s lightning, faulty wiring and 
poor heating systems that are burn­ 
ing down most Illinois farm b idd­ 
ings,’’ they report. “ On the farms 
we visited, we often found the wiring 
or the furnace in poor condition. 
Lots of farm ers didn't have light­ 
ning rods. 


“ Most of these conditions could 
be corrected by farm ers themselves 
Our survey found that probably 75 
per cent of farm fires could be pre­ 
vented if fire hazards were pointed
